There is an old saying -which re- 


lates to the falling out of thieves among 
themselves and to the benefits that then 
accrue to honest men. It has an appli- 
cation to the political situation in "Wis- 
consin. It is in their quarrelings that the 
hope of better government in Wisconsin 
.largely rests. 
None of the aspirants to 


La Follette leadership, -which at best can 
encompass no more than the state of "V\ is- 
consin. is qualified for this difficult task. 
The talk of running Mrs. La Follette as 
his successor in opposition to Mr. Blaine 
is sentimental, but it is equally fantastic. 
Naturally, some talkers boost Robert, Jr., 
.-who has taken an active part in politics, 
••but here again are lacking all of the qual- 
ities that so strongly marked his father 
*for distinction. The position he occupies 
1 in the councils of the party is entirely out 
.'of deference to the late senator. 


Governor Blaine is frankly admitted to 


he the most conspicuous candidate for the^ 
senatorship. That he could ever fill La 
Follette "s place either in service or in 
strength 
is 
inconceivable. 
He is al- 


ready th'e subject of party dissension, 
and the Progressive opposition'to him is 
formidable. Stili, as governor he has a 


\ tactical advantage and in all probability 


he -would poll the largest Progressive vote, 
provided he ran under that title. If he 
ran as a Republican it is quite possible 
that, with the national administration 
hacking a strong*1 opponent, .he would be 


" beaten. Disassociated from Mr. La Fol- 


lette. his administration and his record 
are not likely to increase his popularity, 
the more they are analyzed and the more 
their effects are disclosed. What the 
straight Republicans of "Wisconsin need 
now is a resourceful leader, for their op- 
' portunity is at hand. The La Follette or- 


ganization bids fair to wreck itself on the 
rocks of discord. 


Nationally, there is no successor to La 


Follette. Even the small body of insur- 
gents in the senate are left without a lead- 
er. Senator Ladd might have taken this' 
honor, had his death not followed so short- 
ly on that of the "Wisconsin senator, but 
it could have been in name only. Senator 
Brookhart is in danger of losing his seat 
through the contest instituted against him 
by Capt. Daniel Steck, his Democratic op- 
ponent in last year's Iowa election.

VOTERS, NOT JUSTICE 


Most people did not understand until 


quite recently that banks do not vjfly taxes 
under the income tax law in "Wisconsin. 
They have been taxed under another sys- 
tem which has resulted in an increase in 
their taxes out of all proportion to the 
"taxes paid by other corporations in the 
state. 


Quite naturally.they fought in the court 


the validity of the "Wisconsin system of 
taxation and the supreme court of Wis- 
consin, by a vote of four to three, upheld 
the law as valid against national banks. 
State banks can go no further. A nation- 
al bank being organized under an act of 
congress, has the right to proceed in the 
federal court. 


In this situation the legislature of Wis- 


consin, considering alone the gross in- 
justice that was being done to banks 
merely because they were banks, recently 
passed a law subjecting banks to the same 
system of taxation as other corporations, 
i. e., that they would be required to pay- 
taxes in proportion to their income; an 
obviously just measure. 


But the governor has vetoed the meas- 


ure. 
He could not let the opportunity

By that I mean we appear to 
stand practically where we stood 20 years ago so 
far as our personal health betterment is concerned, 
have lost ground in some other direction, as for 
example^ in the'conservation .of our teeth.-'we 
havi lost ground.ni some other direction, as for 
example the extinction of the health saving habit 
of walking, so that little if any real progress is Jje- 
ing made in the field of personal health building, or 
at beet personal health lags far behind public 
health. The reason for this indifference. I think, 
is simply the difference 
between activity and 


passivity. Our public health officers are active In 
the protection of our health from the dangers of 
epidemics: we individuals are quite passive about 
the care of our personal health. Public health au- 
thorities, too. avail themselves of thev great ad- 
vantage of advertising, education, publicity, pro- 
paganda and more advertising. 
Personal health 


proper gets little help of this kind, comparatively 
little. I mean. Here and there some public health 
administrator with the opportunity at his command 
undertakes to give some advertising, education or 
publicity to strictly personal health matters, but 
this is just a secondary concern 
of the public 


health administrator and his sporadic or spasmodic 
efforts In this direction cannot accomplish much., 
and besides he is seldom qualified or, competent to 
deal with personal health matters in the expert way 
he administers public health affairs. 


Advertising is education, be it for/better or for 


worse. Most of the advertising touching upon per- 
sonal health matters seems to me bad education 
for It coBveys unsound, untrue or unsafe id'eas to 
the untutored layman. 
We must remember_that 


the charlatans and nostrum mongers were first In 
the field'and their motive, was-bad to begin with 
Then the food manipulators got'intOvthe health 
game, next the clothing people took<it up, and fin 
ally .the -whole line of makers and purveyors of 
household ^equipment and supplies joined in th< 
sport, until health became the appeal of every 
rendoriof -merchandise, from the chewing gum man 
to__the automobile manufacturer and everybody 
came fo'know a lot of things which ain't so.

Coolidge Demands More Economy To 


Reduce Tax Burden On People 


At the moctlnc of the Business Or- 


ganization of the Government. Monday 
evening. June 22. 1925. nt S o'clock 
p. m.. vr-uOilnRtem. President Coolidse 
spoko ns follows. 


"VVo linve met this ovenlnp to take 


counsel together for the purpose of se- 
curJng jrreator efllclencv In government 
by the application of the. principle* of 
constructive economy, in order that 
there may lie a reduction of the bur- 
den of ta\atlon now borne by the 
American people. The object sought 
is noi merely a cuttlnp down of public 
expenditures. That Is only the means. 
Tax reduction Is the end. The direct 
beneficiaries are composed of those 
who file the 19.000.000 tax returns. 
Tho indirect beneficiaries arc all the 
rest of, the American people, w ho must 
and do make an indirect contribution 
to the payment of the enormous sum 
of more than 510,000.000 every day in 
the year which poes out from the Na- 
tional Treasury. This is nothing more 
or less than a restruction upon the 
freedom of the people. This money has 
to be earned. Those who have earned 
it. Instead of being able to retain for 
their own benefit, must necessarily 
turn It over to the Government. 


Because this gigantic task is self- 


imposed, it is none the less a gigantic 
task. 
"TOs are seeking to let those 


•who earn money keep more of It for 
themselves and give less of it to the 
Government. This means better busi- 
ness, more of the comforts of life, gen- 
eral economic improvement, larger op- 
portunity lor education, and a greater 
freedom for all the people. It is in es- 
sence restoring our country to the peo- 
ple of our country. It reendows them 
not'only •with increased material but 
•with increased spiritual values. 


It can not be too often emphasi2ed 


that the property ol this country be- 
longs to the people of this country. 
The GoTernment can not touch a cent 
of It save for a public purpose. Gov- 
ernment extravagance is not only con- 
trary to the whole teaching of our Con- 
stitution, but violates the fundamental 
conceptions and the very genius of 
American Institutions. It is the high 
privilege of the people of this country 
to spend their cwn. money. 


It is four years since the holding of 


the first meeting of the business or- 
ganization-of the Government. The 
Federal Budget system had just been 
established and we met to dedicate our 
services to Its successful operation and 
to reduce the cost of Government. 
That first meeting was held at the end 
of the fiscal year 1921. During that 
fiscal year our expenditures, exclusive 
of the" moneys applied to the reduc 
tion of the public debt and the opera 
tions of the Postal Service, amounted 
to $5,116.000.000. Our public debt then 
amounted to J23.977.000.000. "We are 
ROW nearing the close of the fiscal 
year 1925. The expenditures for this 
fiscal year 'will amount In round fig- 
ures to $3,035.000,000. arid the public 
'debt will stand at approximately $20, 
551,000.000. 
v In the four years of operation under 
the Budget system the annual expend! 
tures havVt>eeirfedu«Hi $2,081^00.000 
and the public debt has been decreased 


- S3.426.000.000. This shows concrete 


ly what has been accomplished by the 
joint effort of the executive and legis 
lative branches of our Government. 
It is an accomplishment which has 
further'tested our institutions. It is 
an accomplishment -which justifies th< 
abiding faith of the people Jn our form 
of representative government. Full 
measure of credit Is due the Congress 
which, as representing the people, has 
supported and aided the Executive 
Budget. The history Of public affairs 
will hardly show a parallel case of re 
trenchment in the cost of government. 
Xor will such history show a more 
worthy motive. Back of this tireless 
, persistent, and drastic campaign fo 


constructive economy in Federal ex 
pendlture has been the relief of the 
people of this Xatlon from a great bur 
den of taxation. It has been success 
ful. Taxes have been reduced. Th 
burden of the people has been ma 
terlally lightened. But the reduction 
has not yet reached the point wher 
taxes have ceased to be>a burden. I 
is to the reaching of this point tha 
our efforts must be directed.

the returns are not all in. It Is cstl 
mated that we will <>nd this fiscal year 
with a surplus of $200.000.000. It i 
estimated that our surplus for the next 
fiscal year xvith reach $290.000.000. The 
way has been prepared for further tax 
reduction. This I will recommend \ 
the Congress ia the next Budget mct» 
sage.

To conduct the business of Govern- 
ment so as to bring the greatest pos- 
ible benefit to the people is to honor 
'Ur constitutional obligations. 
Con- 


tructive economy in the business of 
Government is for the benefit of the 
icople. We are fast reaching the time 
vhen we can not look forward to ap 
reciable reduction in tne legitimate 
>st of Goi ernment 
This Nation is 


growing, and in the normal course of 
vents we must face a gradual expan- 
ion of its legitimate business, but in- 
reasing resources and numbers will 
eave the burden on each of us dimin 
shed. Even greater 
watchfulness, 


creater care over our expenditures, 
must be exercised successfully to con- 
Inue this campaign. The task is be 
oming more difficult, but the more dif- 
ficult the task the greater is the re- 
ward of success. In this great busi- 
ness of the Government tie are un- 
doubtedly continuing activities which 
are no longer essential or productive. 
The undertaking of new projects or 
Ines of effort made essential by chang- 
ng conditions should be marked by 
.he weeding out of those no longer es- 
sential. I refer, of course, to those 
functions which are within your ad- 
ministrative discretion. 


Unfortunately the Federal Govern- 


ment has strayed far "afield from its 
egitimate business. It has trespassed 
upon fields where there should be no 
trespass. If we could confine our Fed- 
eral expenditures to the legitimate 
oghgations and functions of the Federal 
Government a material reduction would 
be apparent. But far more important 
than this would be its effect upon the 
fabric of our constitutional form of 
government, which tends to be grad- 
ually weakened and undermined by 
this encroachment. The cure for this 
is not in our hands. It lies with the 
people. It^n ill come when they realize 
the necessity of State assumption of 
State responsibility. It •will come when 
they realise that the laws under which 
the Federal Government hands out 
contributions to the States < " 
upon them a double burderrof taxation 
—Federal taxation in the first Instance 
to raise the moneys which the Gov- 
ernment donates to the States, and 
State taxation in the second instance 
to meet the extravagances of State 
expenditures which are tempted by the 
Federal donations.

This campaign for economy In Fed- 


eral expenditures has added greatly to 
the efficiency of the Federal service. 
Constructive 
economy 
necessarily 


means efficiency. 
It is constructive 


economy which we have been preach 
ing and practicing. You have your 
appropriations for the fiscal year 
•ahich will commence -within a few 
days. You have already prepared your 
expenditures programs, and I trust 
that you have not overlooked the set- 
ting up Of a reserve to meet unantici 
pated or emergent requirements. Ee- 
member always that every dollar you 
save -will add to the prospective sur- 
plus. It is my desire that the total of 
our expenditures for the coming yean 
excluding alone th" Postal Service, be 
kept within $3.375.000.000. This is 
$125.000.000 less than our estimated 
comparable expenditures for this year. 
Keep before you always the fact that 
we are not practicing economy for 
economy's sake, but for the sole pur- 
pose of reducing the tax burden of the 
people. Keep in mind how heroically 
they bore the" enormous burden of war 
taxes. Keep In mind the sacrifices 
•nhich this required. 


Daring th» period from April 5. 1917. 


to June 3<>. 1520. the people paid in ex- 
traordinary war taxes alone more than 


require your best efforts to hold the. 
expenditures for next year within the 
Imitation which 1 have mentioned. 


The estimates for the fiscal year 


J927 are our next consideration. It 
will be my effort to hold these esll 
mates' \\ithln a total of $3.080.000.000 
xcluslve of the Postal Service. This 
\gure does not contemplate _ any 
argement of our expenditure "program 
'or 1927 over what Is estimated for 
.926. It contemplates a shrinkage of 
his program. To accomplish the ob- 
ectlvo which I have outlined for 1927 
vill require your fullest assistance and 
cooperation. Scrutinize carefully each 
tern of your estimates before you sub- 
mit them to the Director of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget. AVe are waging a 
fight for the taxpayers. We are near- 
ng the time when constructive econ- 
my in the business of government \\ ill 
not find a reflection in continuing les- 
ening yearly outlays. But the neces- 
iJty for constructive economy in oar 
tperations will ever be with us. Its 
mforcement is our privilege and duty 
>ecause thereby we serve the people. 


I would like you to gix-e most care- 
ul consideration to .the matter of per- 
onnel. On June 30, 1915. there were 
approximately 440.000 employes In the 
ixecutlve civil service. On June 30. 
924. the total number in the executive 
:ivjl service was 554.9S6. an increase 
f nearly 115.000 In the nine years from 
915 to 1924. Of this increase 46.000 
vas in the Postal Service. I am not 
unmindful of the fact that the annual 
percentage increase in the executive 
ivil service for the two decades end- 
ng June 30. 1915. exceeded that for 
he following nine years. The com- 
arison Is 5.2 per cent for the former 
period as against 2.9 per cent for the 
atter. This, however, do°s not mean 
hat we need ghe no attention to the 
personnel now m the public service I 
io not advocate an undermanned pub- 
ic service. This would be false econo- 
my and disastrous in its results. I 
o. however, advocate and desire the 
losest supervision over your person 
icl requirements so that any surplus- 
.ge may be prevented. 
Before turning this meeting over to 


General Lord, the Director of the Bu- 
eau of the Budget. I wish to restate 
my faith in the ability, resourceful- 


ess. and courage of the personnel of 
he Federal service. I wish to restate 
my faith in your whole-hearted efforts 
o continue the campaign which we 
have been prosecuting these last four 
vears. That we have accomplished 
what we have, and the record is most 
commendable, we have to thank you 
'he Chief Executive may preach econ- 
imy, but unless the people Jn the ser- 
vice practice it the preaching is in 
vain. There are still reductions to be 
made. There are yet wastes to be 
jliminated. I expect jou to prosecute 
a campaign of relentless economy to 
,hat end, not only-Jn expenditures for 
1926 
but in the preparation of esti- 


mates for, 1927. I am convinced that 
this way lies the -welfare of the people 
of this country. Fidelity to .our oaths 
of office, admits of no_ other jcoursfc 
Wastrels, careless administrators of 
the Government's substance, are out 
of place in the Federal service. They 
will not be tolerated. 


If this policy means sacrifice. It is 


sacrifice for the benefit of 115.000,000 
people. Their interests are paramount^ 
Criticism by a few, who look askance 
at drastic' ^paring down of spending; 
uas little weight in the scale against 
the spontaneous commendation of the 
millions of people who have had 
brought to them with unmistakable 
clearness the result of such economy. 
And. 
similarly', the strongly urged de- 


sires of a class should have little 
weight with you if adverse to the in- 
terests of the whole people. 


I wish also to commend to jou. the 


efforts of the coordinating agencies of 
the Chief Executive, including the va< 
rlous interdepartmental coordinating 
Swards. These agencies are applying 
constructive coordination to the vast 
routine business of the Government. 
The many Federal business associa- 
tions scattered throughout the coun< 
try are also applying constructive ef- 
fort and cooperation to the work de 
volvlng upon them in the field serv- 
ices outside of Washington'.
